Representative Oates, from the Judiciary 
Committee of the House, will report the 
modified Naturalization bill in the House to- 
morrow. The bill provides that no alien 
who has ever been convicted of a felony or 
other infamous crime or misdemeanor involv- 
ing moral turpitude, or who is a polygamist or 
Anarchist, or who immigrated into the United 
States in violation of any of the ‘laws, shall 
be naturalized or adjudged by any court to be 
a citizen of the United States. The remainder 
of the bill contains about the same 
provisions as the one reported a few 
weeks ego, except a proviso to al- 
low Indians who are not excluded by 
the regular naturalizauon laws to become 
naturalized citizens of the United States. 
Another section which has been added to 
the billabout to be reported allows aliens 
who have not been residents of this country 
Yor five years as expressed by law on declar- 
ing their intentions to become citizens to 
take up United States lands under the home- 
stead laws. 5

FIRE IN A DEAF AND DUMB SCHOOL. 


Seventeen Small Children Taken from the 
Building—The House Nearly Destroyed. 
A private voice and hearing school, an in- 

stitution for the education of deaf and dumb 

children, kept by Miss Mary McCowen at 

Wabash avenue and Sixty-third street, was 

aimost destroyed by fire yesterday afternoon. 

The building was atwo story and basement 

frame, built several years ago for a private 

dwelling. The flames originated in an un- 
known manner under the basement 
stairs in the front of the building. 

An imeffectuai attempt was made 

to extinguish them, and after some 

delay the Hyde Park Fire Department was 
notifiea. Engine Company No.1, from Cot 

Grove avenue and Forty-sixth street, 
started out, but a block from the engine- 
house lost a tire and was compelled to lose 
considerable valuable tame making repairs. 

The Town of Lake department responded, 

but the flames had made rapid headway and 

but little of the house was saved. At the 
time of the breaking out of the fire 
the proprietress of the school, Miss 

McCowen, was absent. The janitor of the 

building and willing neighbors, however, 

turned in and assisted in getting out the 
scholars—seventeen small boys ana ls. 

This was accomplished without difficuity, al- 

though the last pupil, a youth of 7 years, was 

taken out through a window. The little ones 
were taken to a neighbor’s house and cared 
for. 

Little of the furniture was removed, owing 
to the rapid progress of the flames. 

The building was partially insured. Miss 

McCowen had just finished paying $7,000 

for it.

NEW YORK’S EFFORTS TO HOLD THE 
COUNTRY’S IMPORTING TRADE. 


Some Facts About the Attitude of the 

Press in Regard to the Charges of 

Undervaluation — Newspaper Columns 

„ Barred te a Defease of the Byrne Re- 

port—Are Irregularities Winked At in 

the Interest of the Metropolitan Im- 
porters ? 


New York, Feb. 7.— [Special. There was 
an extensive contribution to tne literature 
of the sugar frauds investigation in the Men- 
ing Post of yesterday inthe form of a letter 
from John L. Nichols of Boston, with elab- 
orate notes by the editor and a long editorial 
discussing the Byrne report. The investiga- 
tion in regard to alleged sugar frauds here 
was begun by Thomas A. Byrne, and, accord- 
ing to the letter of Nichols, the ost assailed 
him from the start and has continued to tra- 
duce him down to the present time, Nichols 
says: 

How can your friends feel less than surprised 
when they see your paper allowing discharged 
Government employés to utilize your columns 
for the purpose of vilifying and abusing a man 
against whom they manifestly and naturally 
have a strong animus, without adducing a parti- 
cle of ground on which to base their attacks, as 
in the Shearer letter in your issue of Jan. 247 

And again: 

And yet when Mr. Byrne wrote to you asking 
if your columns were open to him to reply to Mr. 
Shearer's attack you denied him even the com- 
mon courtesy of an acknowledgment of the re- 
ceipt of his communication. 

Nichols makes several quotations from Post 
editorials showing not only hostility to Byrne 
but sympathy with New York importing mer- 
chants, as for example: 

Yet on the report [of Byrne] made to the 
Treasury Department, the testimony of a man 
who had been picked up in the street and had no 
scientific or other knoWledge worthy the name 
concerning the subject that he had investigated, 
a worthy public servant of thirty-six years’ hon- 
orabie service was kicked out ofoffice. A slur 
was cast upon him and many of his worthy and 
honest assistants, and a wholesale charge of 
corruption and dishonesty was brought against 
the merchants of New York. 

The “worthy public servant of thirty-six 
years’ honorable service“ is Mr. McMullen, 
the ex-Appraiser. 

M’MULLEN’S REMOVAL. 

Iam not aware that any charge except in- 
efficiency has been brought against Mr. Mc- 
Mullen. The.Appraisership of the Port of 
New York is the most responsible office in 
the gift of tne President of the United 
States. The hundreds of subordinates in his 
employ, millions of dollars’ worth of mer- 
chandise of every description passed upon in 
his office, the inducement to fraud presented 
by high ad valorem duties, the fact that a 
large part of the business of the office is con- 
ducted with aliens and the representatives 
of alien manufacturers—all these cir- 
cumstances render the place of Appraiser 
of this port one of the gravest of re- 
sponsibilities, requiring tact,. vigilance, 
rare executive ability, and invincible 
integrity in the incumbent. I do not hesi- 
tate to declare that it requires a greater man 
to serve acceptably as Appraiser of the Port 
of New York than to act as Minister at the 
Court of Engiand or France. The removal, 
therefore, of Mr. McMullen for. inefficiency 
was not an impeachment either of his integ- 
rity or ordinary ability. If it be true, as al- 
leged, that the Appraiser’s office at this port 
was the sceneof enormous frauds during Mr. 
McMullen’s administration, chiefly because 
the Appraiser was an “easy-going,” good na- 
tured man, the support he received while in 
office and the tears that are shed over his re- 
| moval dy importers, and the repres 
and champions of importers, are 
counted for. 

Silas B. Dutcher, the ablest Appraiser the 
Port of New York ever had, was not in- 
efficient. He was so efficient in crushing out 
undervaluation frauds and excessive damage 
allowance frauds that be was soon promoted 
to a better office. 

RETAINING NEW YORK’S TRADE. 
What New-Yorkers do not know about re- 
taining the importing trade of the country 
here is not worth knowing. They fought bit- 
terly the Interior Bonding act and for some 
time nullified it after its passage into law; 
but it is working so well now that the busi- 
ness of the interior ports is steadily increas- 
ing. But this business is not increasing so 
fast as it would naturally—I mean as it 
would were there no frauds committed here. 
Stop frauds at the Port of New York 
and the business of the Port of Chicago will! 
double its present volume in two years. And 
this is the secret of the opposition to the re- 
movalof New York sugar testers by the 
press of New York. Itis the secret of the 
righteous indignation expressed by the New 
York Nening Post against the removal of 
good Mr, McMullen. The genial McMuilen 
scarcely interfered with his 250 subordinates; 
and this is just what the dishonest importer 
wants—to be let alone. I don’t say that the 
press of New York would rather frauds 
would be committed at this port than that 
New York should not do the main part of the. 
foreign business in the country, butI do say 
that the press of this city 1s so blind of one 
eye that itis not apt te see anything that 
would lessen the importance of New York 
City as the importing trade centre of the 
Unitea States. 

I will allow John L. Nichols of Boston to 
speak for me on this point. In his letter to 
the Hvening Post (part of which the editor of 
the Post suppresses) he says: 

In the face of these facts how can your friends 
but be surprised? To them there are but two ex- 
planations of your position—either the Hvening 
Post is deliberately working to create a wrong 
impression and to cover up the frauds in the 
New York Custom-House, or elsé it is allowing 
iteelf, ignorantly or otherwise, to be used for 
that purpose by those who are interested in hav- 
ing them covered up. 

This is tolerably clear, and expresses about 
the conciusions that would tikely be arrived 
at by the ordinary reader of the Post arti- 
cles. Especially is this conclusion justitied, 
since the comment on Mr. Nichols’ letter is 
much in the vein, and even language, of the 
discharged officials—notably the sugar test- 
er, Shearer’s, the sugar brokers, and their 
immediate friends and sympathizers. 

EX-8PECIAL AGENT HINDS.

PROPOSED DIVORCE BILL. 


JUDGE HORTON’S ORITICISM OF THE 
ACTION OF THE COMMITTEE.

The Father of the Measure Thioks a Mis- 


take Was Made in Reporting Adversely 
on the Second Section of the Provision 
ne Thinks Most People Procure a 
Legal Separation for the Purpose of 
Marrying Another Person—The Law 
That He Approves. : 


Judge O. H. Horton was spoken to about 
the dispatch in yesterday’s Trisune stating 
that the committee of the State Senate nav- 
ing under consideration the amendments to 
the Divorce law proposed by nim had de- 
cided to report favorably on the first section 
and adversely on the second. The first sec- 
tion provides that the Judge having a de- 
fault case may, if he becomes convinced that 
there is collusion or a suppression of facts, 
or that the public good and the administra. 
tion of justice would be promoted thereby, 
appoint a solicitor to represent the defendant 
and investigate the case, Tne second sec- 
tion provides that when a divorce is granted 
the court shall in the decree fix periods 
within which the parties shall not marry 
again, the term to be not less than 
one year nor more thaa ten years, and 
not n the same as to both parties. 
Violation of this decree is made bigamy by 
this amendment. Judge Horton appears to 
attach more importance to the segond sec- 
tion than to the first. He criticised the r 
marks made by Senator Gibbs on the prq- 
posed amendments. 

Ves, Inoticed the dispatch in Taz T- 
UNE this morning,” he said in reply toa 
question. In my opinion the section av- 
proved by the Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate, as 1 understand from the dispatch, 
will be of some advantage in preventing im- 
proper or corrupt divorce proceedings. For,

„What do you think of the criticisms of 
Senator Gibbs on the amendments?” 

“Assuming that the dispatch represents 
correctly the statement of one of the Sena- 
tors that he ‘saw no reason why persons who 
could not live together should be compelled 
to,’ it implies a misinterpretation or misun- 
derstanding of the proposed amendment. 
Thatamendment does not provide that the 
divorce shall not be granted or that the par-

No, they are not confined to any class, 
but, as a rule, it is but just to say they are 
not praticed by the laboring classes.

Nor is it 
just to say that they are more frequent 
among veople of foreign birth or descent, as 
some people say.

And ‘their experience 
would have taught them that it was bad in 
the many centuries of experience that they 
have had. But the longer their experience 
gets the more devoted are they to the con- 
viction, as a church, that no divorces should 
be granted. Personally I do not defend or 
believe in the strict no-divorce tenets or be- 
liefs of a large class of the community, 

; THE NEW YORK LAW. 

“In other words, I am in favor of the New 
York laws, where no divorce is granted ex- 
cept on the so-called Scriptural ground. In 
that State in ail other cases except 
the one mentioned it is only a de- 
cree of separation, and neither party 
is permitted to marry again, and 
in the one case only the innocent party is 
permitted to remarry. The amendments 
which I have proposed are a compromise be- 
tween the severity of the New York laws 
and the too liberal divorce laws of some 
other places. Every paper in Chicago, secu- 
lar or religious, as far as I can read them, 
approves of the proposed amendments, some 
desirmg much more radical changes. I 
think the papers have it in their power to 
compel the Legislature to adopt the amend- 
ments. My idea is to prevent collusion or the 
manufacturing of divorces by parties having 
no good grounds. It will be noticed that by 
these amendments, in a case like the one 
supposed in detail, the court may make the 
restricwons different for the different par- 
ties; that is, the mnocent party may be pro- 
hibited for the minimum term, one year, 
while the guilty party may be prohibited 
from marrying again for the full extent, ten

He was also free to say that this lawless fac 
tion might have committed the murder to 
prevent discovery. To the suggestion that 
it might be his owa duty to resign bis seat in 
the Fifty-first Congress as a protest against 
assassination in political campaigns, Mr. 
Breckinridge returned a decided negative. 
He merely viewed it as a case of murder 
for the local authorities to detect and punish.

Jones was 
at one time a prominent attorney of this 
county.

CENTENARY OF THE CONSTITUTION. 
In atiother column will be found an address 


by a committee of the Union League Club to 
the peuple of Chicago calling attention to the 
centenary of tne Constitution April 30 next 
and suggesting a general celebration of the 
day. The committee well says that while 
the celebration ot the Fourth of July as the 
anniversary of the Declarauon of Independ- 
ence reminds the people when the United 
States became free from foreign control, they 
may also commemorate the great achieve- 
ments of statesmanship, crystailized ina Na- 
tional Constitution, which have secured or- 
der and good government at home as weil as 
protection from abroad. The Constitution of 
the United States is one of the greatest 
works of true, National statesmanship, and 
its adoption was the real beginning of Na- 
tional life. 

From the Revolution, beginning in 1775, to 
the year 1789 there was no Nation fit for the 
name in this country, but a collection of 
thirteen ex-colonies or States, each claiming 
to retain its sovereignty, freedom, and in- 
dependence.“ The jealous and independent 
Commonwealths were held together only by 
a rope of sand. The Articles of Confedera- 


— oN 


tion amounted to little more than a compact 


for defensive purposes in time of war, and 
made no adequate provision for good govern- 
mont in peace. There was a sort of confed- 
erate government — a name without a body, 
a shadow without a substance.“ There was 
a pseudo Congress without real dignity or 
authority, but no executive department, no 
Chief Magistrate,no Nationaljudiciary. With- 
out authority to act effectively and without 
power to enforce its decisions, the Congress 
awindled into “a feebie junto of twenty per- 
sons.” The petty States were or calied 
themselves sovereign. They looked on one 
another with jealousy and mistrust. They 
discriminated against one another in com- 
merce and justice, they eadeavored to erect 
State tariffs and enforce the payment of tolls 
or tributes at the State lines. All the 
colonies had gained in the Revolution was 
slipping away from them, and they were 
sinking into the condition of a collection of 
discordant and wrangling States. The period 


ot confederate government in this country 


was one of debt, impaired credit, worthless 
currency, restricted trade, commercial de- 
pression, and general uneasiness—an evil 
condition of affairs which steadily grew 
worse. To lift the country from this 
slough of despond was the work under- 
taken by Washington, Hamilton, Frank- 
lin, Adams, Madison, and their associates, 
and they performed it by substituting 
u national for a confederate government 
and transferring certain attributes of sov- 
ereignty from the States to the Federal 
power. They gave the new Government a 
President armed with great powers and a 
Supreme Court of final authority. They 
made this new Government supreme within 
the scope of its jurisdiction, and gave it the 
power to compel obedience and command re- 
spect. With the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion came a new era in che United States— 
‘the era of Nationai Ie. 

The framers of the Constitution worked in 
the face of appalling difficulties. They en- 
countered jealousies and cross-purposes at 
every turn. Sectionalism and slavery thrust 
im their ugly heads, and in order to secure 
the adoption of a Federal Constitution these 
and other evils had to be treated with com- 
promises. The assertion of National sover- 
eignty was not made in the Constitution with 
full and complete emphasis. Slavery re- 
ceived an implied recognition. Citizenship 
was not Nationalized. Still the framers of 
the Constitution went as far as it was pos- 
sible for them to go in establishing a National 
Government and they performed a noble 
work. 

As the Constitution says in its preamble, 
its framers sought to “form a more perfect 
Union, establish justice, insure domestic 
tranquillity, provide for the common defense, 
promote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty.” The nationalization 
of the Government, the strengthening of the 
bonds of Union, and the provision for the 
absolute freedom of trade and commerce 
among the States were the great features of 
the Constitution as originally adopted, but it 
was not until nearly eighty years later, after 
a tremendous rebellion had been suppressed 
at the cost of half a million lives and the 
war amendments were adopted, that the Na 
tional charter was wade thoroughiy con- 
sistent and harmonious. Now {t declares for 
National supremacy, freedom for all, a com- 
mon citizenship and equal rights, and, as in- 
terpreted by the Supreme Court, for “an in- 
destructible Union of inaestructible States.” 

As Webster said: “The Union had its 
origin in the necessities of disordered 
finance, prostrate commerce, and ruined 
credit. Under its benign influences these 
great interests immediately awoke as from 
the dead and sprang forth with newness of 
life. Every year its duration has teemed 
with fresh proofs of its utility and its bless- 
ings, and, althongh our territory has 
stretched out wider and wider and our pop- 
ulation spread farther and farther, they 
have not outrun its protection or its benefits, 
It has been to us all a copious fountain of 
National, social, and personal happiness.“ 
Yet the Constitution today is. grander, 
nobier, truer than it was when Webster read 
it. Between 1960 and 1870 the unworthy con- 
cessions and compromises were stricken 
from the Constitution and the work of 1789 
made complete. The tares which had been 
sowed in the wheat were at last removed. 

EMASCULATING THE DIVORCE BILL.

| the first step towards remarriage with some 


one they have been flirting with, and when 
the divorce doors are wide open a premium 
is offered to them to go ahead. It is a fact 
knewn to every court that divorces increase 
in proportion to the laxity of the law, and 
that the large majority of divorce cases are 
brought with the intention of remarrying. 

The action of the Senate committee is a 
direct blow at society. The family is the 
unit of our social life. It holds the Nation 
together and whatever weakens it is a blow 
at the foundations of society. There is 
nothing which constitutes a more deadly 
injury to society than freedom of divorce or 
any measure which promotes connubial dis- 
cord and separation. There have always 
been in every community long-haired, las- 
civious cranks of both sexes who want to 
marry and remarry as often as they viease 
and have boldly advocated their pestiferous 
doctrine of “ free love” and affinities,“ but 
they have been in such a minority that their 
agitation has not been looked upon as dan- 
gerous. This isthe first time that it has 
been gravely proposed in a legislative hall 
that divorces and remarriages shail be as 
free as water. It goes without saying that 
the action of the committee will com- 
mend itself to these advocates of free love, 
who will see in it no hindrance 
to their repulsive practices, while on the 
other hand it will meet with the condemna- 
tion of those who would protect the home 
and who would restrain the present freedom 
of divorce instead of increasing it. 

The many-husbanded women who believe 
in polygamy, the many-wived men who be- 
lieve in polygamy, polygamists, free lovers, 
affinities, and anarchists have every reason 
to hail tne action of the Senate committee 
with delight. But why does Senator Gibbs 
stop here? If he believes that “divorces 
should be as free as water,“ and that mar- 
ried people should be at liberty to pull apart 
and remarry as often as they please, why 
should he draw any line at all? Why should 
personal liberty be interfered with at all! 
What is the use of any marriage laws! Why 
not let men marry as many affluities as 
they mutually please, and why not let these 
women who spend their time chasing up the 
divorce courts to get rid of husbands who 
don't suit them as soon as they meet with 
another who is better looking, or more pleas- 
ant, or has more money, have the liberty to 
mérry as often as suits their fancy without 
the bother and expense of a preceding di- 
vorce? In a word, why not simplify the 
whole business by doing away with mar- 
riage and setting up free love and abolishing 
the family as an old fogy institution not 
suited to a fast age? 


COERCIVE COINSUBANCE. . 

The Chicago Underwriters’ Association 
has at last felt the necessity of seeking to 
reply to the exposure in Tue Trreune of that 
peculiar system to which it has given the 
false name of “coinsurance.” It says in 
the prelude to the long document it has pre- 
pared:

The underwriters do feel the need of a de- 
fense, but that which they give out as such 
is marked by a studied avoidance of the act- 
ual question at issue aud by elaborate argu- 
ments on other points which had not been 
raised by Tun TaiscNe. They have prepared 
@ sophistical, pettifogging document, meant 
to deceive the people. Thus they talk at 
length of what the association has done, and 
of the constant reduction of rates on various 
risks, They talk of lumber-yards, of the 
stock-yards, and of the “heroic devotion ”’ 
of the und ters to the welfare of the 
city, but w it comes to the vital point of 
showmg the honesty of what they call co- 
insurance they fail utterly. 

Tun TrRirevune has not concerned itself with 
rates or with any side issues, but has limited 
itself to that thimplerigging now you see 
itand now you don’t” system of juggling 
with policyholders called the coinsurdnce 
clause.” There is such a thing as coinsur- 
ance. It began with the first days of under- 
writing. Where a man with property valued 
at $100,000 did not insure it at ali, he insured 
himself. Where he took out a policy for 
$50,000, he became a coinsurer with the com- 
pany to the extent of haif the risk. Where 
he took out a policy for $90,000 he diminisned 
his coinsurance or risk to $10,000; where he 
took out only $10,000 he coinsured himself 
for nine-tenths of the risk. 

Since the protection which is bought of an 
insurance company costs money, and since 
the careful man who takes all the precau- 
tions he can has to pay higher premiums on 
account of the losses due to others who are 
more careless than himself it is his constant 
aim to increase the amount of his own co- 
insurance—to lessen the proportion of his 
property for which he takes outa policy. It 
is to do this that men put up fire-proof build- 
ings, that they buy fire extinguishers, have 
stand-pipes, and employ watchmen and adopt 
all kinds of precautions and extinguishing 
appliances. The merchant who is carrying 
a hundred thousand dollars’ worth of goods 
im @ frame building insures them up to 80 
per cent or bevond if he can affordit. When 
he. goes into a. fire-proof or slow-burning 
building forwhich ne pays a higher rent 
and finds there cannot come a fire which will 
be likely to damage him more than $10,000 
he reduces his insurance to that sum and be- 
comes a coinsurer for 90 per cent instead of 
10. 

But the insurance men do not ke this. 
They see in it the loss of premiums. The 
more each man insures himself the smaller 
the premiums he pays to the agents. That 
which the latter used to get now goes as 
rent for safer buildings, as wages for watch- 
men, or pay for fire extinguishers. So the 
agents make war, not honestly and above- 
board, but in an underhanded way, on all at- 
tempts of business-men to increase the pre- 
cautions against fire. They do it thus: 
When the man who has tne hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of goods in the fire-proof 
building goes to take out a policy for $10,000 
he finds a string of small type words about 
‘coinsurance as a condition of his policy. If 
it. were plainly explained to him it would 
read thus: 

Tus coinsurance clause will apply to you. 
“We will give you a policy for the amount 
“you ask at the usual rates, but in case you 
„are damaged $10,000 we will pay you, not 
“the face of the policy but one-cighth of it, 
“or $1,275. We make you a coinsurer to the 
“tune of 70 per centon the 10 per cent of 

“your stock you insure.” If this were ex- 
plained to the insurer in advance there

expects to get back in case of a loss exceed- 
ing that amount.

What people want to know 1s just what 
rate they are paying on a given amount of

receive back the amount of tneir actual loss 
up to the sum named in their policies. They 
want the agent to state in the policy exactly 
the premium he is charging on the given 
sum to be paid in case of loss. 


FOR SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 

With two or three exceptions the Presi- 
dents from Washington to Cleveland have 
adhered to the unwritten rule which forbids 
the appointment of a New York City man to 
the post of Secretary of the Treasury. 
There is nodoubt Gen. Harrison believes 
that practice a sound one, and desires to take 
his Secretary of the Treasury from the sec- 
tion of the country where wealth is pro- 
duced rather than where it is exchanged and 
manipulated in speculative deals. Let it is 
said Gen. Harrison is embarrassed and at a 
loss to find in the West a fit man for the head 
of the great financial department of the Gov- 
ernmeat. Surely there must be some mis- 
take about this. At first thought the names 
ot three strong, capabie, and worthy West- 
ern men suggest themselves—Wiliiam Mo- 
Kinley of Ohio, Lyman J. Gage of Chicago, 
and William Windom of Minnesota. Each 


of these men is well equipped to act as 


Minister of Finance in Harrison’s Cabinet. 
Lyman J. Gage is one of the abiest bankers 
in the country—a man who occupies in West- 
ern banking circies much the same position 
that Chauncey Depew holds among railroad 
managers in the East. He is a Western man 
through and through, and wholly superior to 
sectionalism or narrow prejudice. A close 
student of fiscal and economic questions, he 
would bring to the administration of the 
Treasury Department a hich order of ability 
as a financial manager, and with his quick 
insight and strong mental grasp could not be 
long perplexed with any fiscal problem pre- 
sented. It may be urged that he is not gen- 
erally acquainted with the professional poli- 
ticians and machine mea, but he knows the 
business interests of the country thoroughly. 
He is a stanch Republican from away back, 
one of Chicago’s most eminent citizens, and 


enjoys the respect and confidence of ail. 


classes. Whether he would leave his present 
important post in one of the greatest banks 
in the United States to become Secretary of 
the Treasury may be doubted, but if he could 
be persuaded to do so Gen. Harrison would 
secure an unexceptionable Minister of 
Finance. 

Ex-Secretary William Wiudom of Minne- 
sota would fill every requirement of the 
Treasury Department. He is in many re- 
spects much such a man as Gage, but his 
training has been more in the line of legisla- 
tion and the work of public life. He is a man 
of high character, a financier, and a states- 
man. Taken from the Senate and appointed | 
Secretary of the Treasury by President Gar- 
field, he showed himself auring the short 
time his chief lived thoroughiy fitted for his 
trust. If again called to the Cabinet he 
would make a representative of the West en- 
tirety satisfactory to this great section, as 
he should and would be to the entire coun- 
try. 

Maj. William McKinley of Ohio has won a 
National reputation. by force of character, 
ability, and iutegrity. He was one of the 
ruling spirits in the last Nauonal Republican 
Convention, and he has the force and ability 
to make himself felt anywhere. His dom- 
inating strength of will was shown by the 
ease with which he committed the conven- 
tion to a declaration ia favor of reducing 
surplus ‘revenues by raising duties on con- 
sumers high enough to prohibit importa- 
tions, and compelled that great Republican 
council to announce the most extreme high 
tariff doctrine ever proclaimed by any 
party. On the details of the tariff 
McKinley is one of the best posted men in the 
country, and he has @iven all the financial 
problems of the Government tireless study. 
A Central State man of great personal popu- 
larity, he commands also the implicit confi- 
dence of the Eastern advocates of an ultra- 
high tariff. He accepts the Kelley doctrine 
in its entirety and defends it with uncommon 
ability. As Secretary of the Treasury he 


would make relentless efforts to stop and 


punish the undervaluation frauds which 
have been developed into a system in the 
New York Custom-House. McKinley could 
be depended on to punish undervaluation 
with severity and hold every tariff rate to 
the highest point the law would permit. In 
his personal demeanor he is bland and con- 
cihatory and makes friends all around him. 
He is so prominent and promising a candi- 
date for Speaker that he might be disin- 
clined to accept the high position of Finance 
Minister; but he would make an able one. 


MISSISSIPPI THREATS. 
There appears to be room for apprehension 
that the cotton State assassination method in

kansas to Mississippi. Gen, Chalmers, the 
alleged defeated candidate in the Second Dis- 
trict, who is engaged in collecting the evi- 
dence to show that his opponent, Morgan, 
was fraudulently counted in, has already 
been anonymously notified that he had bet- 
ter suspend operations, and James Hill, Re- 
publican, who 1s contesting the seat of 
Thomas C. Catchings in the Vicksburg dis- 
trict, has been seryed with similar notices. 
That there may be no mistake as to the dis- 
position of the Mississippi Bourbons we 
quote the following extract from the Vicks- 
burg Commercial Herald, their principal organ 
in the State:

The President-elect 
has already recognized it as one of the most 
important questions to be settled, and he has 
ample time before him for the duty. In his 
recent interview with the Secretary of the 
American Foreign Anti-Slavery Society, who 
was complaining of the uncivil treatment he 
had received in the South, Gen. Harrison 
said : 

While all you have said is true and is much to 
be deplored, yet we must remember that a ques- 
Sop ot gree reater importance both to your people 
and to the whole people needs our Varst atten- 
tion. We want to see to it that every man hass 
right to vote, that he shall do so if he desires, 
and that his vote shall be counted. Seeure all 
these rights, and in 128 all the civil rights of 
which you speak will follow. 

This is a sufficient notification that this 
question is to receive the first attention, and 
the Commercial Herald need not hesitate to be- 
lieve it will be thorough. It will save time 
and perhaps trouble for it to accept at once 
the necessity of obedience to the National 


law. It might 9s well understand now as 


later that Mississippi is no longer to be al- 
lowed to have a solid Bourbon delegation in 
Congress, that the four Republican districts 
in that State are going to be represented, 
that every man shall have the right to vote 
in the National elections as he pleases and to 
bave his vote counted, and that assassination 
and murder must cease as methods of Bour- 
bon politics. Its loud talk will alarm no one. 
We have heard it before. 


ABOUT MOON WEATHER. 

“A well known weather prophet in North- 
ern Idaho is quoted as predicting that the 
winter yet to come will be the severest ever 
known.” Hes said to base his prediction 
on the statement that the moon is far from 
its proper place in the heavens. He says 
“the moon is at least 5,000 miles further 
north than it has any business to be.” He 
has seen this to occur three times before, 
and it was in each case accompanied by kill- 
ing weather, but he never saw the moon so 
far north at any previous time as it is now. 

It is of such stuff as this that the dreams 
of the weather prophets are made. It does 
not require a high grade of school-boy educa- 
tion to know that the moon runs high every 
winter, and that the revolution of her nodes 
once in a little more than eighteen and a half 
years brings round five times in each century 
a period when the moon’s declination is 
neariy 30°, so that when she is fuil in mid- 
winter she passes the meridian not far from 
the point overhead. The changes of position 
can be accurately predicted: by the mathe- 
matical astronomer for thousands of years 
in advance, bw he has not the ability 
to foretell the weather. by so much 
asa week. The moon is never anything 
like 5,000 miles away from the place assigned 
by the calculations of those who know what 
they are doing in making the requisite com- 
putations. The greatest observed difference 
between fact and theory at any time in the 
last half century did not amount to the equiv- 


alent of thirty miles, measured along the 


curve of her relative orbit around the earth. 
It follows that the Idaho prophet does not 
understand the subject, and that his predic- 
tion is of no value. There is time enough 
yet for it to turn extremely cold before the 
advent of spring weather, but if cold does 
set in it will be only a coincidence, and it 
may safely be assumed that such cold would 
not come as a consequence of the moon run- 
ning high; still less would it be due to ber 
traveling away from her proper path in the 
skies. 

Several eminent astronomers have made 
gane ul comparison of weather phases with 
the accompanying positions of the moon and 
planets,extending through a long course of 
years, only to become satisfied that there is 
no real connection of the two. The attempt 
to foretell the weather by a consideration of 
lunar and planetary aspects must now be set 
down as equally absurd with the effort to 
discover perpetual motion or to square the 
circie and as certain to lead to egregious 
biunders if pursued far enough. A neat ex- 
ample.of this reductio ad absurdum is fur- 
nished in a weather almanac for the 
present year, which predicted that the 
precipitation ‘is to be large in January, 
1889, in most of the country, except 
the middle Atlantic States, and much heavier 
than usual in the Northwestern States. This 
will be snow mostty in the Northern States, 
which will serve as a good protection for the 
winter wheat.“ The accompanying tables“ 
in this almanac, which are said to have been 
computed with an immense amount of labor, 
give twice as much rainfall and 5° lower 
temperature for last.month in the northern 
half of Illinois than the average of many 
years past. Yetit may be expected that tne 
next edition of this almanac will contain a 
statement that ite predictions for the cur- 
rent year have been accurately verified py 
the facts. 

Many years ago somebody issued a table 
purporting to give the kind of weather for 
each month as determined by the time of day 
that the moon changes, and alleged that tre 
said table was compiled by the great 
Herschel. This table is regularly consulted 
by hundreds of people who would be unwill- 
ing to concede to anybody in thelr own time 
the ability to predict the weather for more 
than a few days in advance. For the infor- 
mation of these well-meaning persons it may 
be stated there is no proof that such a table 
was ever compiled or authorized by either of

Loxpon, Feb. 7.—Upon the resumption of 
the sitting of the Parnell Commission today 
the witness Beach, alias Le Caron, made a 
correction in the testimony he gave yester- 
day.

There is, of cou some 
truth in his statements as to details, but he 
lies utterly when he seeks to connect the 
Irish members of Parliament with the Irish 
secret societies here. nis McCarthy, 
whom he mentions as one of the Irishmen 
who helped to rescue Irish prisoners from 
Australia, is now a well known resident of 
Chicago. He is head salesman in one of J. 
W. Tuohy’s branch stores. He has always 
‘been an ardent Nationalist, but has had 
no connection with the Clan-na-Gael, it 
is said. He does not deny his participa- 
tion in the Australian rescue

Jan. 28 the pair started in a two-horse closed 
carriage for Meyerling, where they passed 
the next day together. On the morning of 
Jan. 30 the two were found dead in bed.

TO OPEN UP THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 


Kansas City People to Urge Congressional 
4ction—Legislative Resolutions. 

Kansas Cirr, Mo., Feb. 7.— [Special. — The 
Washington Oklahoma delegation met at the 
Commercial Club rooms at 11 o' clock this 
morning and decided aat a sub-committee 
consisting of E. H. Alien, T. B. Bullene, 
Webo Withers of this city, and T. W. Heat- 
ly of Kansas City, Kas., should leave for 
Washington tonight. Another division of 
tne delegation, consisting of Milt W. Rey- 
nolds of Kansas, Col. D. B. Dyer, Col. Theo- 
dore S. Case, and L. E. Irwin, will follow to- 
morrow night. The other members of the 
delegation, or most of them, will join the 
committee at Washington as soon as their 
business will allow them to leave the city. 
W. B. Clarke and T. W. Heatly, who visited 
Topeka yesterday to secure an expression ‘of 
the Legislature upon the question of tne 
opening of Oklahoma, returned with a certi- 
fied copy of Senate concurrent resolution 
No. 7, which the committee will take to 
Washington as ammunition for the fight. 
The following is the text of the copy: 

Resolved, By the Senate. the House of Repre- 
sentatives concurring thereiv, that we deem it 
for the best interests of the country that the In- 
dian Territory be immediately opened for settle- 
ment; that our Senators in Congress be in- 
structed and our Representatives be requested to 
use all proper means to secure legislation in ac- 
cordance with the sentiments herein expressed. 
The Secretary of State is hereby directed to 
transmit a certified copy of this resolution to 
each Senator and member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives of this State in Congress. 

The committee will endeavor to have a 
similar resolution by the Missouri 
Legisiature, and Messrs. Allen, Whipple, 
Dobson, and Ritchie were appointed a com- 
mittee to see that proper resolutions are 
passed by the Commercial Club and com- 
mercial exchange and the mass-meeting in 
the interest of manufacturers at Music-Hall 
tonight.

Chicago parties have begun boring for 
natural gas on the O' Hearn farm, Oak Creek, 
about half a mile north of the Heany farm, 
where the discovery of gas was made a few 
weeks ago. The gas at the Heany farm was 
found atadepth of 120 feet. The bore at 
the O’Hearn has reached a depth of 150 feet 
without striking gas, but there is a large dis- 
charge of mud from the hole, and the stron 
pressure from below encourages the belie 
that gas will be found a short distance 
further down. 

The Merchants’ Association this afternoon 
appointed a committee to investigate the al- 
leged discrimination in Eastern rates by the 
various express companies in favor of Chi- 
cago and against Milwaukee. It was shown 
that the rate was 50 cents per 100 pounds 
more to this city than to Chicago. Superin- 
tendent Fargo of the American Express Com- 
pany urgea that the committee await the re- 
vision of rates before taking any action.

nization composed of individ- 
uals, citizens of Chicago, drawn together for mut- 
ual benefits and ration: It has existed in 
one form or another for more than a quarter of 
a century, and during this entire period its ob- 
jects have been the same—namely: the equaliza- 
tion and maintenance of just and uniform rates, 
the improvement of the fire bazard, reduc- 
tion of the fire waste, and the preservation of 
honorable relations between ite members. In 
principles of organization and in rules for 
regulation of the conduct of members 
to each other it differs in no particular—ex- 
cept as to the differing conditions—from such 
voluntary organizations as the Boara of Trade, 
the Associated Press, the Lumbermen's Ex- 
change, the Real Estate Board, or scores of other 
similar organizations that might be named. 
Since the great fire of 1871 it has coliected 
by assessments upon insurance companies and 
aid for the maintenance of the Chicago 
atrols $508,700.57. This bas resulted in saving 
to citizens bundreds of thousands of dollars in 
fire premiums, and far greater sums in salvages, 
where, but for the protection thus afforded, the 
idemnity realized would have been short of the 
losses sustained. 
D RATES OF INSURANCE. 

It has been the effort of this association for 
years to render property safer and thus reduce 
the insurance rate commensurately. As evi- 
dence that its efforts in this direction have not 
been futile the following examples, selected at 
random, are given of rates e thirteen 
years ago and today, the building and occupancy 
in each case being identical.

@) THE COLINSURANCE CLAUSE. 

It would be hard to compute the ignorance ex- 
pended over this subject. As applied in Chicago 
to certain classes of risks involving exceptional 
conditions it differs in no particuiar from 
the same principle as applied to all parts of 
the world in ftire-insurance. Only to classes 
of risks bearing an exceptional loss-yielding 
quality or cove great areas has this prin- 
ciple been applied in this city, and in no case 
where it has not been strictiy in accord with jus 
tice and equity. It any giveu ciass of risks is 
found to yield only one-half as much premium as 
loss, one of two things wili follow, either the 
underwriter will abandon the class entirely or 
so change the conditions that he may continue 
the risks without inviting insolvency. 

It has no effect whatever when insurance is 
carried to the amount of 80 per cent of value or 
more. In this case insurance pays the entire loss 
not yy the amount of policy. Example: 
Value, $10,000; insurance, $8,000; loss in- 
surance pays $6,000 ; loss $8,000, insurance pays 
$8.000; loss $9,000, insurance pays $8,000, 

It has no effect whatever when the loss equals 


or exceeds 8) per cent of value, no matter what 


the insurance 1s. In this case also insurance 
ays entire loss not exceeding amount of policy. 
Value, $10,000; insurance, $6,000; loss, 
ce pays 86,000, which is 

the total amount of insurance. 

When both insu and loss fall below 8) 
per cent of the value the insured becomes a co- 
insurer (that is, stands as an insurance 
company) to the amount of the difference 
between 80 per cent of the 
the actual insurance in force at 
the time of the fire. Example: Value $10,000, 
insurance $7,000, loss 5,000; 80 per cent of the 
value, $8,000, amount of contributing insurance 
required. Insurance company (or companies) 
insures $7,000, pays $4,375. Assured insures (co- 
insurance) $1,000, pays 

When the coinsurance clause is for a different 
percentage than 8) substitute the percertage 
named in lieu of the 8) percent in all the above 
rules and examples. The coinsurance clause 
does not offer a premium for overinsurance, for, 
as a matter of fact, it has reduced the losses on 
all classes of risks to which it has been applied. 

(4) NEWSPAPERS AND PRINTING OFFICES. 

During the last nine years the actual losses to 
insurance companies on these classes in the City 
of Chicago, as shown by the records of the fire 
patrol, have been $1,399,234. Add to this the loss 
over insurance, and the total will exceed $2,000,- 
000. The highest estimate of net premium re- 
ceipts from this source during the same period is 
$450,000, hence the coinsurance principle, the 
losses for ghe last three years alone to the insur- 
ance companies being over $900,000. If any com- 
pany in any part of the world is anxious for 
these risks upon the old conditions, it is believed 
it can be gratified to ulmost any extent. 

(6) PACKING AND PROVISIONS HOUSES. 
The losses actually paid by insurance com- 
anies during the last nine years at the Stock- 
ards have been 1, 77, 079. 0, as shown by the 

patrol records. Taking the returns of the last 
two years as a guide to the amount of net pre- 
miums received on the same classes, they are 
found to equal $1,530,774.40. The insurance com- 
panies all this time having an amount at risk 
which, in the event of a great fire (always a pos- 
sibility), would have cost them millions, and 
this with no coinsurance. The public can judge 
how far the packers have been injured in the ap- 
plication of the coinsurance principle. 
(6) LUMBER YARDS. 

The charge that the insurance companies are 
unwilling to grant all the insurance the lumber 
dealers require is undoubtedly true. The trouble 
has been t lumber dealers persist in massing 
such large quantities of lumber in the same 
neighborhood or localities. The lumber yards 
of Chicago average from 1,000 to 2,400 feet in 
length, without dividing spaces; each yard often 
menaces others of the same character on each 
side, and when combined these risks constitute 
a menace to a large district of the city 
that has made underwriters, both at 
home and abroad, tremble in view of pos- 
sibie 1 — and consequences. The in- 
flammable c cter of the property, the disas- 
trous character of lumber fires, and the enormous 
losses on the class in other cities as well as this, 
have caused numerous companies to uncondi- 
tionally decline the business, and others to ac- 
cept the risk more out of favor to the agent and

The House Judiciary Committee Recom- 
mends the Passage of the Miller Bill: 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 7.— [Special. |—The 

House Judiciary Committee this afternoon 

recommended the passage of the bill of 

Miller of Stark extending the Habitual 

Criminal act.

A Bill Introduced to Detail Some of Our 


Military Men with Our Legations at Lon- 
don, Yaris, Berlin, Rome, Madrid, St. 
Petersbarg, and Other Points to Keep 


Pace with the Foreign Powers in War | 


Methods— Why It Should Become a Law. 

A New York newspaper has been agitating 
the subject of German military spies in 
America. It announces that the German 
Government has ordered a military attaché— 
Lieut. Eckardstein—to report to the Ger- 
man Minister in this cogitry and in- 
vestigate and report upon everything of 
interest concerning the American army 
and navy, fortifications, equipments, etc. 
It also states that when Capt. Zalinski’s 
nfteen-inch dynamite gun was tested 
at Fort Lafayette last week a close ob- 
server was noted among the spectators—a 
sharp-eyed little man, dre in common- 
place citizen’s attire, but who was recognized 
asthe Baron von Stomberg of the imperial 
German army, an officer of high rank and 


ability, presumably detailed to examine into 


and report upon the tests of the Vesuvius 
gun. The journal states that when the 
Franco-Prussian War broke out the Germans 
knew France better than the French them- 
selves; that we of the United States have 
not a fort or a gun which the Germans are 
not acquainted with in nearly every detail; 
that the German system of espionage re- 
quires German officers to actually enlist as 
private soldiers in the United States army, 
deserting after garrison life of a few weeks, 
or after having gained all desirable informa- 


tion about our military system. 


It has not been a point of the policy of this 
Republic to detach officers of tne army or 
navy from their regular duties and attach 
them to our Embassies abroad. 

OUR ARMY MEN ABROAD. 


» During the Crimean War we sent Maj. 


Richard Delatield, Engineer Department, 
Maj.
